It certainly is a 
tragic loss and many of us were unaware that three of the crew were 
licensed, Mission Specialists Kalpana "KC" Chawla, KD5ESI; David 
Brown, KC5ZTC; and Laurel Clark, KC5ZSU. Our condolences and 
prayers go out to the families of the entire crew. 

A while back, someone in our club brought up the topic of emer- 
gency communications. What does this have to do with DX, our pri- 
mary focus, you ask? 

In my new position of Southern Region Officer for the Auxiliary- 
Communications Service of the (California) Governor's Office of 
Emergency Services, (akin to a state RACES), I have been visiting 
and talking to numerous amateur radio groups involved in emergency 
communications.
